wherein the pitch of said produced sound effect is selected from within an envelope which is 
weighted such that frequencies closer to an originally recorded frequency are more likely to be 
selected than frequencies toward the edges of the envelope. 

Claim 86 was amended as follows: 

86. A computer-readable medium having at least one data structure for use during 
execution of a program by a computer from which a sound effect can be produced encoded 
thereon, said computer-readable medium comprising a program and data structure , wherein said 
program comprises an instruction to vary a produced sound effect, and wherein said data 
structure comprises: [comprising:]

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record fails to anticipate or make obvious the claimed invention. 
Specifically, as per independent claims 28, 41, 43, 55, 57, 68, 80, 83, 86, 89 and 92 the prior art 
fails to teach wholly, or in combination, the following elements: 

wherein the pitch of an identified sound is selected from within an envelope which is 
weighted such that frequencies closer to an originally recorded frequency are more likely to be 
selected than frequencies toward the edges of the envelope. 

The prior arts cited teach a sound effect associated with a transition between display 
states of a graphical user interface, but does not teach or suggest the claimed limitation as recited 
in the independent claims.
